OKLAHOMA CITY Two 
drifters who had been the focus of a 
nationwide manhunt in connection 
with the bombing of the federal build- 
ing turned out to be an investigative 
dead end. 

Gary Alan Land and Robert Jacks, 
whose recent movements roughly par- 
alleled those of bombing suspect 
Timothy McVeigh, were held for 18 
hours Tuesday at FBI offices in 
Springfield, Mo. They were appre- 
hended by dozens of heavily armed 
agents in a dawn raid on a cheap 
motel in Carthage, Mo. 

“We didn’t do it. We’re clean. We 
just got questioned. That’s it,’ Jacks 
told reporters through his car window. 
“The FBI ain’t stupid. We haven’t 
done anything.” 

Land said he and his friend took a 
polygraph test and “passed it with fly- 
ing colors.” 

The men said they did not know 
McVeigh, the only person charged in 
the bombing, or Terry and James

Nichols, friends of McVeigh’s who 
face unrelated charges of conspiring 
with McVeigh to make small bombs 
on a Michigan farm. : 

An FBI spokesman in Oklahoma 
City, Dan Vogel, confirmed that the 
men had been released but refused to 
comment further. 

Meanwhile, the death toll rose to 
142 today, including 15 children. 
Workers searching for about 40 miss- 
ing people took their first night off 
since the April 19 explosion, halting 
the search from 6 p.m. to 6 a.m. 
because of the instability of the 
wrecked building. 

The dramatic capture and abrupt 
release of Jacks and Land came as a 
federal grand jury begin its inquiry 
into the worst terrorist attack on 
American soil. 

The search for Land, 35, and Jacks,

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Iran’s leader is happy about U.S. embargo 


NICOSIA, Cyprus — Iran’s top leader proclaimed himself “deeply happy” 
about the U.S. trade embargo against his country, saying the hardship would 
only strengthen his people. ; 

It was Ayatollah Ali Khameini’s first public reaction to the trade ban 
President Clinton declared Sunday to punish Iran for supporting terrorism and 
pursuing nuclear weapons. 

“This new action by the American government will increase the spirit of 
work, happiness, effort and production among the revolutionary people of 
Iran,” state-run Iranian radio quoted Khamenei as saying in a speech to work- 
ers, teachers and academics. 

“The Iranian nation and all the country’s officials are deeply happy and 
pleased about America’s action,” he said. 

His remarks, monitored by the British Broadcasting Corp., appeared intended 
to reassure his people, battered by deteriorating economic conditions that have 
touched off deadly riots in recent months. 

Clinton has asked other countries to join the ban, but aside from Japan’s post- 
ponement of a $540 million loan tq Teheran, no country has taken action 
against Iran. 


Utah children less likely to wear bike helmets 


SALT LAKE CITY — A survey by the state Department of Health shows 
Utah children are less likely to wear helmets while bicycling than their counter- 
parts nationally — even though helmets reduce the risk of head injury by nearly 
90 percent. 

A study of cyclists at 20 sites throughout the state showed only 3 percent of 
elementary school children wear helmets when they ride. Nationally, the figure 
is 15 percent. 

Scott Williams of the Family Services Division said helmet use among pre- 

school children was higher at 14 percent. Adults did better with 34 percent 
wearing helmets. 

For the junior and senior high school set, the figures were abysmal. Williams 
said only one of 502 junior high and high school students wore helmets. 

The survey also showed that a slightly higher percentage of females than 
males wore helmets and urban riders were far more likely to don protective 
head gear than those in rural areas. 

The survey was conducted last fall by the Utah Department of Health’s Child 
Injury Prevention Program and the Disabilities Prevention Program. 


Foster wins favor in fight for confirmation 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Benefiting from his high-stakes hearings, Henry 
Foster gained ground Wednesday in a struggle for confirmation as surgeon gen- 
eral. Democrats warned of retaliation if Republicans block: a vote by the full 
Senate. 

Sen. James Jeffords of Vermont became the first Republican on the Labor and 
Human Resources Committee to declare his support for Foster, saying the 61- 
year-old obstetrician had done a “superb job in taking care of the lingering, crit- 
ical issues” during his two days in the witness chair. : 

Jeffords’ announcement left supporters searching for one more vote to guar- 
antee committee approval on a panel with nine Republicans and seven 
Democrats. 


Prostitution arrest is first test of AIDS law 


SALT LAKE CITY — A Salt Lake City man who tested HIV positive a year 
ago faces felony sex solicitation charges in the first case brought under a state 
law intended to crack down on the spread of AIDS. 

Richard S. Gutierrez, 31, who has a history of male prostitution, was arrested 
in February on charges alleging he agreed to perform a $20 sexual act with a 
police decoy. 

Soliciting sex usually is a class B misdemeanor, punishable by up to six 
months in jail. Gutierrez is the first to be charged as a felon under the a 2-year- 
old state AIDS law. 

Gutierrez waived a preliminary hearing in 3rd Circuit Court Tuesday and his 
case was sent to 3rd District.Court. He will be arraigned May 12 before Judge 
Sandra Peuler. 

Prosecutor Paul Parker saidif Gutierrez:pleads guilty; Parker will discuss’ sen- 
tencing options other than prison. A third-degree felony is punishable by up to 


five years in prison.

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Hotels, businesses welcome conference wom

Major BYU events such as this 
weekend’s Women’s Conference are a 
pleasant sight for managers of local 
hotels and businesses who welcome 
the crowds and the economic boost 
they bring. 

Despite on-campus housing and 
dining facilities available to confer- 
ence-goers, accommodating the 
approximately 8,000 participants 
drawn to the Women’s Conference 
this year is a task that will keep area 
hotels full and increase sales volumes 
for some businesses. 

Rodger Krammer, who oversees 
registry and conference coordination 
for the Housing Office, said that 
although BYU facilities are not pro- 
vided to compete with private busi- 
nesses, they will accommodate about 


half of the participants. 

Helaman Halls and Deseret Towers 
will house 2,500 conference-goers. Of 
those, about 65 percent will eat at 
campus dining facilities, Krammer 
said. 

The option to reside in on-campus 
housing during the conference comes 
when the participants receive a regis- 
tration packet from Continuing 
Education, which organizes the con- 
ference, Krammer said. The cost for 
on-campus accommodations for three 
nights, including meals, is $62. 
Without meals, the package sells for 
$37. 

Krammer said Women’s Conference 
and 200 other conferences, camps and 
workshops benefit the University by 
allowing housing to utilize its facili- 
ties and maintain student employees 
all year. 

The extra revenue generated by the 
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until Saigon fell to North Vietnamese 
invaders on April 30, 1975, shortly 
after a stream of helicopters evacuated 
the last Americans from the U.S. 
embassy. 

“They were freedom fighters,” 
Huynh said. “They were never wrong. 
They came to share with us the funda- 
mentals of freedom and democracy. 
They just wanted to help stop 
Communist aggression.” 

Hao had a different perspective than 
Haines and Huynh. Drafted at age 18 
while living in Hawaii, Hao did not 
want to fight in Vietnam. 

“The guys I went with to Vietnam 
were all draftees,’ Hao said. “I was 
forced to do something I didn’t want 
to do, but I respected the law of the 
land.” 

Coming home from Vietnam on a 
gurney after injuring his leg in battle, 
Hao said he later learned the value of 
higher education. He graduated from 
BYU in 1990 and earned a master’s 
degree from the University of Utah in 
1994. Today, Hao counsels high-risk 
children for the Asian Association of 
Utah. 

Huynh was detained in a 
Vietnamese concentration camp in 
1975 for one year before escaping. 
Huynh changed his name, fabricated 
false identification and took to the 
streets of Saigon. From 1976 to 1981, 
Huynh said he moved from one place 
to!another every two or three days to 
avoid being identified by the 
Communists. He published and circu- 
lated anti-Communist flyers, adding 
tovhis dangerous predicament. In 
19831 , Huynh made a small boat and 


sailed to safety in Thailand..He now 
lives in Park City and publishes the 
Utah-Idaho Viet News, a Vietnamese 
and English bilingual newspaper. 

“We fought the war for life’ Huynh 
said. “The American veterans who 
came to Vietnam knew their tour 
would end. We had no end of our tour 
of duty. The only way we could get 
out of the war would be to die or get 
wounded.” 

While North Vietnam was supported 
and outfitted with weaponry by 
Communist countries, the South 
Vietnamese soldiers had their bullets 
rationed to 60 per person each day 
during the final months of the war, 
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Women’s Conference and other 
events also keeps on-campus housing 
costs down for regular students, 
Krammer said. 

Women’s Conference crowds keep 
Provo hotels full, and participants 
often try to reserve rooms as 
much as a year in advance, 
said Darren Smith, assistant 
manager at Provo’s Best 
Western Cottontree Inn. 

Smith said although the 
Cottontree Inn doesn’t allow 
Women’s Conference atten- 
dees to reserve rooms until 


end for all of the hotels.” 

Getting ready for the Women’s 
Conference crowd takes “a certain 
degree of extra preparation,’ Smith 
said. “Extra staffing becomes a neces- 
sity.” 


The Women’s 
Conference has a similar 
impact on the Provo Park 
Hotel, said John Garfield, 
rooms division manager. 

“We see a big increase 
in reservations,” Garfield 
said. “In fact, we'd like to 
have more BYU confer- 


Jan. 1, the hotel is usually 
full within a week to 10 days after 
that date. 

“There is quite a demand for 
rooms,’ Smith said. “Women’s 
Conference, if not number one, is the 
number two event of the year for 
hoteliers. It’s definitely a huge week- 


ences.” 

Garfield said that while the 
Women’s Conference means a lot of 
room nights and increased food and 
beverage sales for his hotel, 
“Education Week is the grand-daddy 
of them all.” 

Smith said that the only problem he

Garfield and Smith said they have 
never had any complaints from other 
guests about the large Women’s 
Conference. 

“They don’t pose any problems for 
the other guests,’ Smith said, “and 
they are our main clientele during this 
time. 

“Tt’s a great, enthusiastic crowd, and 
we're glad to have them,” he said.

Campus preps 
for Women’s 
Conference

A drop in student numbers won’t 
mean a break for campus services 
this weekend as about 8,000 women 
infiltrate cam- 
pus for BYU’s 
Alnneney Wael 
Women’s 
Conference. 

Women from 
aH over the 
country will 
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attend the con- 
fetence Thursday and Friday. Service 
départments are preparing to meet the 
wémen’s needs and ensure that they 
emoy: their weekend at BYU. 

The custodial crew at the 
Conference Building began preparing 
for the conference at the beginning of 
the week, said building supervisor, 
Leon Hurst. 

“We start now so we don’t have to 
do it-all then,’ Hurst said. “We do 
everything we can to accommodate 
the women.” 

During women’s week, those 
accommodations extend so far as to 
convert men’s restrooms to women’s. 

“We change all but one restroom to 
women’s,’ Hurst said. “There aren’t 
that many men.” 

Leo Buttars, supervisor of custodial 
services, said they decided to accom- 
modate the women by converting 
restrooms when women started using 
men’s restrooms in their desperation 
between sessions — whether men 
were in them or not. 

‘Hurst said one of the biggest chal- 
lenges for the custodial staff is setting 
up rooms for sessions without know- 
ing how many people will show up. 

“We don’t know whether they’re 
going to have a speaker who attracts 
amob,” he said. 

‘Learning from the experiences of 
past conferences helps the crew know 
what to prepare for and avoid prob- 
lems, Hurst added. 

Deseret Towers and Helaman Halls 
housing are also preparing to accom- 
modate the women in residence halls. 

“We want to make it as pleasant for 
them as possible in the time we 
have,” said Helaman Halls housing 
supervisor Jill Whitaker. ““We’re try- 
ing to be efficient and to take their 
needs into consideration.” 

The volume of business for dining 
services will be similar to that during 
the fall and winter semesters when 
students are around. The major dif- 
ferences with having the women cus- 
tomers as opposed to'students. is that 
lunches are available at the Marriott 
Center: the women often eat all at 
once rather than in a continuous 
stream, and business shifts away 
from burgers and hot dogs to salads 
and vegetable dishes. 

“The cafeterias realize that the 
biggest part of their business will be 
salad bars because of the nature of 
their customers,” said Sam Brooks, 
director of dining services. 

Whitaker said housing services has 
to approach their preparation for 
women’s weekend differently than 
conferences for youth groups. 

“We're making sure that it’s warm 
enough by turning up the heat and 
making blankets available,” he said. 
“The women are really excited to be 
here. It’s like a vacation for them. It’s 
a'bonding experience.”

‘Waterworld’ release slowed by production difficulties |

UNIVERSAL CITY, Calif. — The 
director of “Waterworld” has quit 
over creative differences with star 
Kevin Costner in yet another setback 
for the most expensive movie ever 
made. 

Kevin Reynolds stopped working on 
the futuristic thriller, starring Costner 
as a half: man-half amphibian, last 
week when it became clear his cut of 
the film did not please Costner or 
Universal Pictures, sources said 
Tuesday. 

The defection comes just three 
months before the scheduled premiere 
of “Waterworld,” which is costing a 
record $175 million. 

The film has been plagued by 
expensive production delays in the 
waters off Hawaii, including one 
mishap in which the movie’s set sank 
to the bottom of the ocean. 

Reynolds had a falling out with 
Costner during the editing of 1991’s 
“Robin Hood: Prince of Thieves,” 
which he directed, and quit several 
weeks before its premiere. 

The two patched things up later, and 
Costner produced Reynolds’ film, 
“Rapa Nui,’ last year. 

Reynolds also directed Costner in 
1985’s “Fandango,” one of his first 
starring roles and the beginning of his 
rise to fame. 

The people familiar with the movie 
said Reynolds wanted to test-screen 
his version of “Waterworld” but that 
Costner and Universal felt it was not 
yet good enough to show to a pre- 
view audience. 

“The reality was that there was a 
consensus that (his cut) wasn’t work- 
ing. People made recommendations

OAKLAND, Calif. — The most polite words Black 
Panther co-founder Bobby Seale can find for the movie 
“Panther” are “poetic lies.” 

Young Oakland residents wouldn’t know about that. 
They hope the movie offers them their first look back at 
their hometown’s radical past. 

“People copycat the violence of it but probably don’t 
know the positive things,” said Marcia Lozano, a 23-year- 
old student at Merritt College, Seale’s old school. 

“People know the slogans like ‘cop killers,’ but that’s not 
what they were,” Lozano said. 

Now, as then, Oakland is in large part a community of 
minorities. It has been hit hard in recent years by a crush- 
ing earthquake, one of the nation’s worst urban fires and a 
serious unemployment problem. 

The movie, which opened Wednesday, focuses on the 
Panthers’ early days after Seale and Huey Newton founded 
the movement in October 1966, taking advantage of a local 


law allowing them to carry firearms. 

Mario Van Peebles directed the movie using a script 
based on a book written by his father, Melvin. 

As with Oliver Stone’s “JFK” and Spike Lee’s “Malcolm 
X,” Van Peebles is being criticized for blurring the lines of 
art and history. 

“T know they say it’s fiction but it’s tantamount to a 
bunch of poetic lies,” said Seale, who wore a disguise to 
get into a sneak preview so he could avoid the appearance 
of endorsing the film. 

The Panthers began prowling the streets of Oakland in 
response to police violence against blacks. Carrying shot- 
guns, law books and tape recorders, Panthers shadowed 
police officers with the mission of protecting citizens’ 
rights. 

Initially, the Panthers were nonviolent, running health 
clinics and free lunch programs for schoolchildren and 
actively protecting blacks from police brutality. 
Eventually, police and Panther patrols began to clash, 
fighting and shooting it out.

“Those guys on that team eat drink 
and breathe rugby.

Unfortunately, BYU-Hawaii is in a 
worse state of competition than BYU. 
They have the islands as their main 
obstacle, and because rugby is a self- 
funded club sport, most teams do not 
have the money to fly over to Hawaii. 

But even though BYU-Hawaii does 
not play other schools that much, they 
are still regarded as one of the top 
schools in the country, much like 
Clark eluded to. 

The game Saturday night started 
with team introductions. BYU-Hawaii 
introduced themselves with a Samoan 
haka, which is a war dance. This fea- 
tured every member of B YU-Hawaii’s 
team in a squat type position, singing 
and yelling like any good war-cry, and 
beating their legs and chests while 
vibrating around in a foot and a half 
radius. This was a crowd pleaser. 

Then the real entertainment began. 
And this was no war-dance, this was 
all-out war. 

Right from the opening kickoff, 
which BYU-Hawaii received, there 
were hard-hits. These guys were hit- 
ting each other as if they had helmets 
and pads on. It was difficult to keep 
track of all the penalties for rough 
play. 

Even though BYU’s scrum was 
being over powered early, they were 
the first to score three points when 
Mike Moe connected on a 35-yard 
free kick worth three points, awarded 
because BYU-Hawaii was off-sides. 

While BYU seemed to be pushed 
around in the scrums, they were win- 
ning most of the throw-ins; which led 
to longer possession. Shortly after 
scoring, BYU took control of a throw- 
in and drove the ball within two yards 
of their first try, but Justin Nadauld’s 
dive for the try fell short. 

A score and a near try was all that 
BYU-Hawaii would allow before 


doing anything themselves. They 
received the next kick-off and with lit- 
tle trouble ran their patented offense 
down to the ten where the Cougars 
stood them up a bit, but BYU-Hawaii 
switched direction and scored a try 
worth five points with relative ease. 
Their kick was good and the score 
was 7-3. 

At this point, 20 minutes into a 40 
minute half, BYU was feeling the 
strength of BYU-Hawaii. One BYU 
player was out injured and another 
was a little dazed as he struggled to 
keep his balance. 

For the next 15 minutes the game 
was a defensive struggle. Each team 
would stunt the others drives, stop- 
ping them and trading possession of 
the ball. 

BYU spent the last five minutes of 
the half in front of their goal. After 
switching fields, numerous scrums, 
lateral passes and head fakes, Nadauld 
dove again and this time scored with 
just seconds left in the half. The kick 
was missed and the halftime score 
was 8-7 for BYU. 

The second half was filled with 
more physical play and many missed 
opportunities. BYU missed a 22-yard 
free kick that should have been made. 

BYU’s last score of the game came 
out of a mid-field scrum that passed 
the ball down the line until it got in 
the hands of speedster Vaha 
Ongaongatau, who timed a forward 
kick perfectly that caught his defend- 
ers in an awkward position. This 
allowed him to run by them and fall 
on the ball for a BYU try. The kick 
was missed again and the score was 
13-7. 

Not long after that try, BYU-Hawaii 
answered with another try, but missed 
their kick to take the lead, and trailed 
by one, 13-12. 

After that there wasn’t much time 
left and it was all BYU-Hawaii. They 
had one try called back because of a 
forward pass.

Forestry program trims 
Provo’s power outages 


have not caused any outages in 1995 
because of a new utility forestry pro- 
gram. 

The program ensures the clearing 
and maintenance of trees growing. 
near power lines. The program is built 
on a computerized inventory that 
shows where each tree is located in 
relation to power lines, the species of 
tree and other information. Tree trim- 
ming crews were trained in natural 
pruning techniques that would prevent 
damaging the trees. 

When the line clearance program 
was cut in the late 1980s because of 
budget restraints, power outages relat- 
ed to trees rose dramatically. In 1993, 
when 100 outages were caused by 
trees conflicting with power lines, 
Mayor George O. Stewart decided to 
set aside funding for the new program 
to specifically prevent the number of 
power outages. 

The program is funded through the 
Energy Department, but the public 
can either pay to have the trees cut 
back or:pay to repair the power lines. 
The city prefers to provide a continu- 
ous source of power — especially 
with all the local businesses that 
depend on computers, said Lewis 
Billings, director of Community and 
Governmental Relations. 

“We want high quality, dependable 
power,” he said, but added it will still 
take three years to reach the effective- 
ness the city would like. 

Crews began to catch up on mainte- 
nance in May 1994, and the number 
of tree-related outages was reduced to 
69. 

Now crews will be able to maintain 
tree-cutting using a three-year rota- 
tional cycle, he said. 

The new forestry program also 
informs the public of the best places 
to plant trees to decrease the number 
of trees that will need maintenance in 
the future. 

“We think it was the right move,” 
Billings said.

with the South Vietnam Army — if 
they allowed them to continue fight- 
ing we would not have lost the war.”

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Research, media show change in role of fathers

‘Despite what the media portrays, 
most men are capable and want to be 
actively involved as _ fathers 
researchers and religious leaders say. 
«David Dollahite, an assistant profes- 
§or in the BYU Department of Family 
Science, challenges the so-called 
deficit paradigm of fathering. 

«The deficit paradigm says that men 
are uninvolved, abusive, neglectful or 
don’t want to be involved in father- 
ing,” Dollahite said. 

Hollywood and other media portray 
a picture of men who forcefully have 
to be socialized into fatherhood, he 
said. : 

“Most shows on TV portray men as 
abusive, violent and absent, but that is 
only true for some fathers — there are 
actually many great fathers in the 
world,’ Dollahite said. 

Sharon Lee Swenson, associate pro- 
fessor in the Theatre and Film 
Department, said she can see a posi- 
tive trend in TV shows and movies, 
providing father role models who are 
real nurturers. 

“There are more and more shows 
where men are sensitive or are trying 
to be sensitive,’ Swenson said. 

She named “Forrest Gump” and 
“Schindler’s List” as two of the most 
popular shows in the past year; both 
are movies about powerful men who 
care and do good to people. 

“There is a new language of mas- 
culinity developing, saying that you 
can both be strong and care about 
other people,’ Swenson said. 

Dollahite’s research includes inter- 
views with fathers who relate stories 
about experiences with their children. 

“We use those stories to understand 
and teach about fathering,’ Dollahite 
Said. 

He added that stories are very help- 
ful to capture reality and are often 
more powerful than numbers, statis- 
tics, charts or graphs to teach and 
touch people. 

“Many people think that fathers 
don’t care about their children as 
much as their mothers, but that is 
false,” Dollahite said. 

He said custody statistics in the last 
four to five years show that men were 
considered less capable of raising 
children than women, and women got 
custody in about 80 to 90 percent of 
divorce cases.

Provo/Orem Chamber of Commerce, 
said he encourages local companies to 
be as flexible as possible in order to 
meet the needs of families. 

“We encourage them to find ways to 
provide some home-based type work 
so the fathers can help raise the chil- 
dren as much as possible,’ Densley 
said. 

Kay Jacobson, Utah Children board 
member and director of the Parent 
Education Resource Center in Provo, 
said a number of studies about parent- 
ing say fathers can nurture as well as 
mothers can. 

“There are many signs showing that 
fathers care,” Jacobson said. 

George D. Durrant, a former BYU 
faculty member who works for 
Stephen R. Covey in the family pro- . 
gram, said society needs fathers who 
really decide to be partners with their 


wives and to take an equal role in nur- 

turing and loving their children. 
“Most fathers come out of homes 

where the father’s role was mostly 


outside of the home — making 
money — and the mother was the 
only one taking care of the children,”
